a. Four-engine bombers fitted with in-line engine, cockpit pro- 
jecting rather far to the fore, machine gun station behind pilot's 
cabin, roar gunner's station. Bomb release was practiced day and 

night. 

b„ Twin-engine ground attack aircraft mostly practicing with tank 
units. Low-level attacks and firing at tank dummies were observed. 

c„ Single-engine fighters practicing individual and formation flying 
firing at ground targets and towed air sleeves. 

Types b and c were only seen while in tho air. Then 'tank troops were 
having maneuvers in the vicinity, the number of planes at the airfield 
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increased from 50 to 60 to about 200.
